He is, accordingly, coming 
to Delhi to meet SS(ISP) in connection with finalisation 
of the pay and other terms & conditions to be given to him 
on his appointment as Chairman of the said Inquiry 
Commission. He is, accordingly, coming to New Delhi today 
evening by flight No. IC 402 from Calcutta for discussion 
on terms and conditions of his appointment etc. For his 
said visit to Delhi, he has, to be given refund of the 
charges incurred by him for his air ticket from Calcutta 
to New Delhi for today's evening flight and also to make 
arrangements for purchase of his return ticket {Executive 
Class) for his return journey from New Delhi to Calcutta 
tomorrow i.e. 18.5.99 by IC flight No. 264 leaving Delhi 
at 1830 hours.

Chandra Bose met SS(ISP) in his room at 11.30 A.M. on 
18.5.99 to discuss the terms and conditions of his 
appointment and other issues relevant to the functioning of 
the Commission. JS(IS-I), Director { IS-I ) and myself were 
also present. 

2. SS(ISP) traced the background leading to the 
appointment of this Third Commission of Inquiry. Besides 
resolution moved in the Lok Sabha by Shri Samar Guha, MP, 
in 1978 and the statement of Shri Morarji Desai , the then 
Prime Minister, to the effect that no useful purpose would 
be served by having any further inquiry, he also mentioned 
an Order passed by tne High Court of Calcutta on a Writ 
Petition filed by Shri Rudra Jyoti Bhattachar jee , Advocate, 
High Court, Calcutta directing inter-alia the Union of 
India to launch a vigorous inquiry in accordance with law 
by appointing, if necessary, a Commission of Inquiry as a 
special case for the purpose of giving an end to the 
controversy. Reference was^made to a motion adopted by 
West Bengal Legislative Assembly and supported by State 
Government of West Bengal wherein a demand has been made 
for a fresh inquiry into the matter. He also mentioned 
about a meeting taken by Hon'ble Home Minister in which 
Colonel Dhillon, Shri Sisir Kumar Bose and others were 
present wherein a view emerged that Government should go 
ahead with the appointment of a fresh Commission of Inquiry 
to look into the aspects relating to disappearance of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. 

3. As regards terms and conditions of his appointment, 
Justice Mukherjee pointed out that whatever is provided for 
in the rules, he would go by that and the same would be 
acceptable to him. 

4. He asked for making available to him certain books 
having a bearing on Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose to enable 
him to study the background which is the subject matter of 
the inquiry entrusted to him./, This list includes a copy of 
Netaji Inquiry Report 1956 (already provided to him) and a 
copy of Writ Petition No. 281 of 1998. A copy of this Writ 
Petition will be made available to him in due course. As 
regards six books listed in this list, a note"* has 
separately been sent to the MHA Library for purchasing the 
said books for onward transmission to Justice Mukherjee at 
his Calcutta address. 

5. Justice Mukherjee also desired that a public notice 
may be issued in the national as well as vernacular dailies 
inviting statements from individuals/ organisations/ 
institutions having a bearing on < mystery relating to 
disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose accompanied by 
an affidavit and list of documents on which the said 
statement is proposed to be relied upon. He also desired 
that the period by which such statement(s) may be sent to 
the Commission may be prescribed as one month from the date 
of issue of such public notice. 

6. About filling up of the post of the Secretary and 
accommodation for setting up of an office of the Commission 
at Calcutta, Justice Mukherjee indicated that he will have

regarding appointment of a Commission of Inquiry consisting 
of Mr. Justice M.K. Mukherjee, a retired Judge of Supreme 
Court of India to enquire into the disappearance of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose i in 1945. A copy of the Notification is 
at Slip 'A 1 . I 

3. Justice Mukherjee came to New Delhi and discussed 
the matters relating to his inquiry as also the terms and 
conditions of his appointment in a meeting with SS(ISP) at 
11.30 A.M. on 18.5.99. During the course of discussions, he 
stated that whatever is provided for in the rules insofar as 
terms and conditions of his appointment are concerned, the 
same would be acceptable to him. In this connection, 
attention is invited to an o.M. dated 8-10.1987 issued by the 
Ministry of Firvbnce, Deptt. of Expenditure, regarding 
revision of Guide/lines in regard to the fixation of pay and 
other terms of retired Judges of the Supreme Court and High 
Courts on their appointment on Commissions/Committees of 
Enquiry (Slip 'B').

Sub.iect - Perquisites and some important 
terms and conditions for the 
Chairperson and Members of the 
Regulatory Authorities and allied 
matters - Policy regarding - 


As the Ministries/ Departments are 
aware,during the last, few years a number of 
Regulatory Authorities have been set up and some 
more are proposed to be set up as a part of 
Government’s efforts to restructure the 
administrative machinery consistent with the 
ongoing economic reforms and emphasis on a more 
effective and result - oriented administrative 
structure. In this context, the question of 
laying down uniform terms and conditions of 
appointment and perquisites in respect of the 
Chairperson and the Members of various Regulatory 
Authorities was under the consideration of the 
Government for sometime past and it has now been 
decided to prescribe uniform guidelines as 
annexed to this Office Memorandum. 

2. These guidelines will be applicable 
to Regulatory- Authorities where the appointments 
have not been announced so far, where there are 
constitutional or statutory obligations to 
prescribe terms and conditions different from 
those being specified in these guidelines or 
where terms and conditions have already been 
offered to a Chairperson and/or Member(s). In 
cases where a retired Judge of the Supreme Court 
or of the High Court has already been appointed 
as Chairperson or Member, the provisions of uM 
No. lyu4B/?/bj-E. lv dated the October B , 1B87 of 
the Department of Expenditure would be 
appl icable. 

•3. It is , however, clarified that 
unless there is a constitutional or statutory 
obligation to the contrary, a Chairperson or 
Member appointed to the existing Regulatory 
Authorities subsequent to issue of these 
guidelines would be governed by the guidelines 
being now prescribed. 


4. While offering appointment to any 
new incumbent as uhairporBon or Member, the terms 
and conditions of appointment being prescribed 
hereby should clearly be indicated in the letter 
of offer and the written consent of the appointee 
obtained before the letter of appointment is 
issued or before assumption of charge by the 
i ncumbent . 

5. The chairperson and Member(s) shall 
be deemed to have retired from Govt. Service 
upon taking up their respective appointments in 
the Regulatory Authority. 

6. The above-mentioned Office Memorandum 

dated Oct. 8, 1987 is being separately amended by 

the Department of Expenditure in the light of 
these guidelines. 

7. " The Ministries of Agriculture & 
Cooperation etc. are advised to keep these 
guidelines in view while framing the statutory 
rules and executive instructions or while sending 
draft terms and conditions for such appointments 
for the consideration of this Department and the 
Ministry of Finance.

CONDI I IONS FUR THE CHAIRPERSON AND MEMBERS OF 

THE REGULATOR Y AUTHORITIES - HULiCY REGARDING 

(a) 1 ENURE : The term of appointment of 
the Chairperson and Members would be a uniform 
period of five years or till the age of 65 years 
( in the case of Chairperson) or 62 years ( in 
the case of Members), whichever is earlier. 

(b) EL1GIBLITY FOR REEMPLOYMENT : A 
Member would be el igible for appointment as 
Chairperson of the same Authority but no 
Chairperson or Member would be eligible for 
reemployment under the Central Government or any 
body/ authority substantially financed by the 
Central Government unless he has cooled of A for a 
period of two years. Similarly, for twd ys&rs no 
Chairperson or Member would be eligible to take 
up private employment after demi tting office, 
without the permission of the Government in the 
organisations that fell within thd operational 
jurisdiction of the concerned Regulatory 
Authority . 

(c) PAY : The Chairperson would be 
eligible for pay not exceeding Rs. 26000/- p.m. 
(fixed) and Members would be eligible for pay 
scale not exceeding Rs. 22400 - 525 - 24500. 
The pay will be fixed in accordance with the 
prevailing orders i.e. pay minus pension. 


(d) GPF/CPF . PENSION AND GRATUITY :The 
Chairperson and Members would be governed by 
contributory Provident Fund Rules and no option 
to subscribe under GPF Rules will be available. 
Additional pension and gratuity will not be 
admissible for service rendered in the Regulatory 
Authority . 

( e ) Da & C CA : The Chai rperson and 

Members shall be entitled to Dearness Allowance 
and City Compensatory Allowance at the rate 
admissible to officers of equivalent pay in the 
Government. 

( f ) L TO . T a & Da : Travelling Allowance 
and Daily Allowance on tour shall be paid to the 
chairperson and Members as applicable to 
Government Servants drawing that basic pay. They 
would also be entitled to facility of temporary 
Government accommodation in Guest 
Houses/Inspection Bungalows under the control of 
the Central Government, wherever applicable, on 
payment of normal rent at out-stations, of the 
class to which Government Servants of equivalent 


pay are eligible. 







(g) VISITS ABROAD : Official visits 

abroad by the Chairperson and any Member would be 
undertaken only in accordance with the Government 
orders as applicable to officers of equal grade 
in Government of India. In regard to official 
delegations abroad in which both the 

administrative Secretary and the chairperson or 
Member of the Regulatory Authority are included, 
the Secretary would lead the delegation. For 
domestic tours the Chairperson would keep the 
Secretary of the administrative 

Ministry/Department informed. 

( h ) ACCOMMODAT 1 ON : The Chairperson and 

Members of a Regulatory Authority located in 
Delhi or in one of its satellite towns would be 
given the option of claiming House Rent Allowance 
e SO* of the basic pay drawn if they* stay at 
Delhi but no house would be hired by the 
Authority or allotted by the Government. Outside 
Delhi, Members and the Chairperson would be 
entitled to rented unfurnished accommodation with 
built-up area measuring around 300 sqm. for 
Members and 350 sqm. for the chairperson with 
suitable open land area appurtenant as 
permissible under the regulations of the 
concerned municipal bodies. The same facility 
would be extended to retired Judges of the 
Supreme Court and High Court as well, instead of 
the present facility (rent free accommodation or 
1 2-1/2* HRA) . 

(i) sumptuary aLLUwaNCE : The 

Chairperson and Members would not be entitled to 
Sumptuary Allowance (which is admissible only to 
serving Supreme court and High Court Judges) 

(j) MEDICAL FACILITIES : The chairperson 
and Members shall be entitled to Medical 
treatment and Hospital facilities as provided In 
the Central Government Health Service Scheme for 
retired Govt. Servants. At places where the 
CGHS Scheme is not in operation Chairpersons and 
Members who are not Govt, servants shal 1 be 
entitled to the facilities as provided in the 
Central Service (Medical Attendance) Rules. 

(k) TRANSPORT : No Regulatory Authority 
shall purchase any passenger vehicle. Instead, a 
Chairperson and Member would be eligible for 
fixed reimbursement between Rs. 3000/- and Rs, 
5000/- p.m. as laid down by DoPT from time to 
time for the use ana maintenance of his personal 
car for transportation between residence and 
office. This would include the salary of a 
driver who would not be a Govt, servant. 

( 1) STATUS :no Chairperson and Member 

. ,would be accorded Ministerial status and the 
previous status of the appointee shall not be 
treated as a precedent for determining the status 
accorded to the Chairperson /Member. In 

exceptionally meritorious cases, the Ministry of 
Home Affairs would be consulted .along with full 







justification, which would approach the Standing 

Committee of Secretaries, wherever necessary, as 
laid down in cabinet Sectt. instructions No. 
99/1 /S/96~cab. dated November 16, 1996. 

(m) LEAVE : A Chairperson or Member 
would be entitled to 30 days of Earned Leave for 
every year of Service. 1 he payment of leave 
salary during leave shall be governed by Rule 40 
of CCS (Leave) Rules, 1972. A person would be 
entitled to encashment of 50* of Earned Leave to 
his credit at any time. 

( n ) ADMINISTRATIVE & OTHER RESIDUARY 
MATTERS : Administrative matters relating to the 
operations of a Regulatory Authority or the 
conditions of service of the Chairperson and a 
Member, with respect to which no express 
provision has been made in these instructions, 
shall be referred in each case to the Central 
Government for its decision and the decision of 
the central Government thereon shall be binding 
on the Regulatory Authority.

I am directed to convey the Sanction of the 
President to the following terms and conditions of 
appointment of Mr. Justice M.K. Mukherjee, a retired Judge 
of Supreme Court of India, who has been appointed to head 
the Commission of Inquiry set up to enquire into the aspects 
relating to disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in 
1945, with effect from the forenoon of 14th May, 1999, till 
the Commission ceases to exist : 


1. Pay : Fixed salary of Rs . 30,000/- per month less 
pension.

(AS ON 31.12.1999) 






®£>SP 93'5, da ted the 4 th August, 1939, — In exercise of 
the powers conferred under sub-section (1) and clauses (a), 
(b) , (d) and (e) of sub-section (2) of section 2 4 of the 
ttSupreme Court Judges (Salaries and Conditions of Service) 
Act, 1958, (41 of 1958), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely:- 

1- Short title — These rules may be called the Supreme 
Court Judges Rules, 1959. 

2. Spec I a 1 disability leave — The rules for the time 
being in force with respect to the grant of special 
disability leave in relation to an officer of the Central 
Civil Services, Class-I, who has entered service on or after 
the 16t.h July, 1931, and who may be disabled by injury caused 
in, or in consequence of his official position shall apply in 
relation to a Judge, subject to the modification that the 
monthly rate of allowance payable to a Judge while on such 
leave shall be as specified in the First Schedule to these 
rules. 

3 . Extraordinary pensions an d gra tui ties — The rules for 
the time being in force with respect to the grant of extra 
ordinary pension and gratuities iri relation to an officer of 
the Central Civil Services, Class-I, who has entered service 
on or after the 1st April, 1937, and who may suffer injury or 
dies as a result of violence in the course of an as a 
consequence of the due performance of his official duties, 
shall apply in relation to a Judge, subject, however, to the 
modification that reference in those rules to tables of 
injury gratuities and pensions, and of family gratuities and 
pensions shall be construed as references to the tables in 
the Second Schedule to these rules. 


$3A. Payment of arrears of pension — A Judge may nominate 

any other person to receive the arrears of pension payable to 
him in accordance with the provisions of the payment of 
Arrears of Pension (Nomination) Rules, 1983. 

%3B Post retire 1 benefits — The retired Chief Justice and 

the retired Judge shall be entitled during their lifetime to 
a payment of +three thousand rupees per month for defraying 
the services of an orderly and also shall be entitled to a 
residential telephone free of cost and the number of free 
calls to the extent of 1,500 per month (over and above the 
number of free calls per month allowed by the telephone 
authorities). The above retiral benefits shall be provided 
by the Registrar of the Supreme Court of India on furnishing 
a certificate by the retired Chief Justice and the retired 
Judge in the form prescribed by the Registry of the Supreme 
Court of India.

members of the family of a Judge, who dies while in service,, 
for a period of i (one month) immediately after his death.

(2) Where a Judge dies while in service the members of 
his family shall, in addition to the period specified in rule

exceeding one month by making payment of rent calculated in 
accordance with the provisions of Fundamental Rules, 45-A, 
or, if the rents have been pooled the Standard rent under 
that rule]. 

%4B. Free furnishings — The value of free furnishing ( 

including electrical appliances) provided free of rent In the 
official residence allotted to the Chief Justice shall not 
exceed Rs. *(2,50, 000) (Rupees Two Lakh Fifty Thousand Only) 
and in the case of other Judges shall not exceed 
Rs. *(2,00, 000) (Rupees Two Lakh only).

hospitals — In respect of facilities, for medical treatment

V The Member of Parliament Shri Hansraj Ahir has alleged that the then S.P. 
Chandrapur Shri Abdur Rehman criticized him in a press conference and made 
some uncalled for remarks concerning his role as a peoples’ representative for his 
(M.P’s) issuing a public statement appealing the police to take immediate 
corrective measures in view of the increase in the thefts of scrap material and 
animals and in the unauthorized slaughter of animals and has demanded a suitable 
action against the S.P., as the latter’s action amounts to breach of privilege of a 
peoples’ representative. 

This matter was inquired into by me personally. The findings of my 
inquiry are as given below. 

As the M.P. Shri Ahir received several complaints from the public about 
the increase in the thefts of scrap materials including the house hold articles and 
building material and also about the theft of animals and their unauthorized 


slaughter, he issued a public statement on 09/04/2005 mentioning these facts and 
asking the police to take preventive measures. This statement was published in 
some local newspapers on 11/04/2005 very prominently(copies of two press 
cuttings enclosed). On 1 1/04/2005 itself the S.P. held a press conference in some 
other connection i.e. for apprising the press and the public about the measures the 
police had taken to check the pilferage of coal from the coal-mines and the illegal 
transport of liquor to the adjoining districts where prohibition was in force. In the 
same press conference some correspondents raised the issue of the M.P’s public 
statement concerning the scrap theft, animal theft and unauthorized slaughter. 
The S.P. replied that the M.P. should have first informed the police about the 
complaints received by him and if no action was taken then he could have issued 
the public statement(copies of three press cuttings enclosed). The S.P. has also 
admitted this fact in his report submitted to this office in this regard(copy of the 
report is enclosed). 

I discussed this matter with the M.P. Shri Ahir also. He stated that he had 
given a letter to the S.P. on 16/03/2005(copy enclosed) regarding the same issue; 
but as there was no tangible improvement in the situation he issued a public 
statement on 10/04/2005(copy enclosed) and gave another letter to the S.P. on the 
same day. He further contended, that even if he had not given a letter to the S.P. 
it was within his rights to issue such public statement based on the complaints 
received from the public and that it was not binding on him to give a prior 
intimation to the S.P. before issuing any public statement and as such the remarks 
of the S.P. concerning his statement are uncalled for and outrageous. 

He, however, expressed his satisfaction that the S.P. Shri Abdur Rehman 
had been transferred out of the district and suggested that he be suitably warned 
so that he should not commit such mistakes in future.

It is, thus, seen that the M.P. Shri Handraj Ahir had brought certain 
grievances of the public to the notice of the S.P. Chandrapur through his letter 
dated 16/03/2005, but as according to him there was no improvement in the 
situation, he issued a public statement on 10/04/2005 appealing the police to take 
immediate corrective measures. The S.P. Shri Abdur Rehman appeared to be of 
the view that he had detected many cases since he had assumed office and had 
also been taking preventive actions to check the incidents of thefts and 
unauthorized slaughter. He may be correct also. But his remarks concerning the 
M.P’s public statement were uncalled for to say the least. Therefore, action as 
deemed fit may be taken against him. 1

MEMORANDUM OF ACTION TAKEN ON THE REPORT 
OF THE JUSTICE MUKHERJEE COMMISSION OF INQUIRY REGARDING 

THE ALLEGED DISAPPEARANCE OF 

NETAJI SUBHAS CHANDRA BOSE 


By Government of India Notification No. S.O. 339(E) dated 14 th May, 
1999, Shri M.K, Mukheijee, retired Judge of the Supreme Court of India, was appointed 
under the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952, to inquire into all the facts and 
circumstances related to the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in 1945 and 
subsequent developments connected therewith including- 

(a) whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(b) if he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash, as alleged; 

(c) whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are ashes of Netaji; 

(d) whether he has died in any other manner at any other place and, if 
so, when and how; 

(e) if he is alive, in respect of his whereabouts. 

2. The Government have examined the Report submitted by the Commission on 8' 11 
November, 2005 in detail and have not agreed with the findings that - 

(a) Netaji did not die in the plane crash; and 

(b) the ashes in the Renkoji Temple were not of Netaji. 

3. This Repoit is placed before the Houses as required under sub-section (4) of 
Section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952.

As per 
the provision of Sub-section 4 of Section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952, 
the Report submitted by the Commission is to be Tabled before each House of 
Parliament within a period of six months of the submission of the report by the 
Commission i.e. before 7 th May, 2006.. 

The incidental delay has been occasioned by time taken in translation, 
printing, consideration of the report by the Government, its approval by the Cabinet 
and the adjournment of Parliament on 22 nd March, 2006
